The strands of thin wire which 
link Hongkong and Manila with 
Shanghal, 800 miles distant, have 
been severed, and all cable trailie 
trom Hongkong to Shanghai and 
Japan 1s being temporarily routed 
through London. 

Because of the interruptions to the 
direct circult a “Hongkong message 
must travel around the world before 
it can reach the north. : 

The new route, for whcth special 
rates are belng quoted by Cable and 
Wireless Ltd., and Great Northern 
Teleyraphs, utilises sea cables, land 
Hne and radlo to complete a circuit 
from Hongkong to Shanghai or Japan. 
Messages are routed from Hongkong 
to Singapore and London by cable; 
they are relayed back across the 
North Sea to Germany and thence, 
by landline, are flashed ncross Russia 
ond Siberia to Vladivostok. ‘ 

Full rates on the 20,000 mile route 
are $2.03 a word, compared with the 
direct rate.of 21 cents per word. 
Deferred messages will be transmitted 
at $1.92% a word; ‘code messages at 
$1.59; press messages at 67 cente and 
night letter telegrams at 86-1/3 cents 


a word. 

Tt is antlelpated that direct com- 
munication’ with Shanghai and Japan 
witl be restored before lhe end of the 
week, The cable’ ship Pacific is 
already at worke on the Hongkong- 
Shanghai cable, which was the first 
to be interrupted. :

- Edinburgh Soldier Who 
Was Killed on Somme 


Shortly after the War broke out in 
1914, a young Edinburgh man, James 
M. Wilson, 27 Royal Park Terrace, 
joined Sir George “Macrie’s 16th 
Battalion The Royal Scots. Wilson 
was then only 18 years of age, and 
he went on active service with his 
battalion of Edinburgh 
training. 

On July 1, 1916, he was posted 
“wounded and missing’ in the Battle 
of the Somme. 

Sinee that day his rehitives in 
Edinburgh have been in almost con- 
stant correspondence with the War 
OMece endeavouring to find out with 
certainty what had become of him.

its extrrordinary dangers to an 
untrained population—evidence 
of which we.had recently in 
Abyssinia—if we have a proper 
degree of training and equip- 
ment,-is the least dangerous of 
the three.” “ 


_@O FAR so good. But 

Major Blackmore's 

good news is not confined to gas- 

bombs. He also tells us of cer-

siderably diminished. 


Incendiary bombs, intended 
to produce widespread conflag-' 
rations, are admittedly danger- 
ous, but it is some consolation 
to know that “because of their

And now comes Major Stuart 
Blackmore, of the Home Office, 
with much the same news. 


Speaking of the three kinds 
of bomb likely to be used in air 
raids—the high explosive, the 
incendiary and the gas bomb— 
he affirms that “gas, in spite of ¢ 
its extraordinary dangers to an 
untrained population—evidence 
of which we had recently in 
Abyssinia—if we have a proper 
degree of training and cquip- 
ment, is the least Haneerone of 
the three.” 


O FAR 50 good. But 

Major ~° Blackmore's 

good news'‘is not confined to gas- 

bombs. He also tells us of cer- 

tain ways in which danger from" 

incendiary bombs may be con- 
siderably diminished. 


Incendiary .bombs, intended 
to produce widespread conflag- 
rations, are admittedly danger- 
ous, but it is some consolation 
to know that “because of their 
great weight, they have no pene- 
trating power, and will, gencral- 
ly speaking, be found in upstairs 
rooms and attics.” 


—The- ‘moral- of-this,-you-might—, 
imagine, is that during an air- 
raid you should be careful not 

to stay in an mbgtalts room or 
attic. 


Major Blackmore does not go 
so far as to advise this how- 
ever. On the contrary, after 
recommending us to keep top- 
rooms free from: inflammable 
material, he outlines a plan for 
dealing with incendiary bombs 
which makes it almost neces- 
sary that someone should stay 
in an upstairs room or attic dur- 
ing the raid. 


soTHE METHOD of deal- 

ing with incendiary 

bombs,” he asaures us, “is per- 
fectly simple.”
